On February 7, 1980 Kevin Kranen, Paul Bechly, John Wang, 
perhaps others were given an assignment by the Chapter 
Corporation to embark on an interstate mission from Ithaca, New 
York to Hanover, New Hampshire. The mission was to obtain 
reconnaissance on fraternity life at Dartmouth College, as under- 
cover participants at the Dartmouth Winter Carnival.
